He took his law 
course at Washington University, 
and served in the City Counselor’s 
office under Henry S. Caulfield, who 
last year, as Governor, appointed 
him Judge of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, and later promoted him 
to the Circuit Court to fill a va- 
cancy.

trademark 4711.“ designating a 
brand of perfume manufactured in 
Cologne, Germany, for more than 
140 years, has been décided by the 


United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals against Muelhens & Kropff, 
Inc., which instituted the suit. 
Joseph Kroptf and Julius Muel- 
hens manufactured perfume in 
New York under the 4711“ form- 
ula from 1878 until 1918, when the 
Alien Property“ Custodian seized 
the trademark as the property of 
Ferdinand Muelhens, German head 
of the house which manufactured 
the essence. 

In 1920 Kropff purchased from 
the custodian for $2500 the good 
will of the former partnership of 
Julius Muethens and himself and 
assigned it to Muelhens & Kropff, 
Inc. In 1926, Ferdinand, Kropff 
set up in business again in New 
York, representing his firm as sell- 
ing the true 4711“ eau de cologne. 
The Appellate Court upheld him in 
his right to do so and denied an 
injunction to Muelhens & Kropff, 
Inc., holding that while it owned 
the good will of the old partner- 
ship, Ferdinand Muelhens was still 
the owner of the trademark.

The prisoners were the only per- 
sons in a position to attempt the 


rescue, which was made possible) 


when keepers, unable to leave their 
posts, decided to take a chance on 


lives ot the two men and two 
women. 

The four prisoners who answered 
the call for volunteers and were 
passed through the prison gate 

“against orders” were Anthony Tri- 
ano, serving 10 to 20 years for rob- 
bery; Irving Brown, 10 years for 
forgery; Joseph Oates, 15 to 30 
years for robbery, and David Wel- 
ler, five to 10 years for grand lar- 
ceny. 5 

When the occupants of the boat 
had been landed it was learned that 
one of them was J. D. Roosa, chief 
of police of the New York Cen- 
tra] Lines, a resident of Chappaqua, 
N. T. The others rescued were 
Mrs. Roosa: her brother, Albert 
Graff, and his wife, also of Chap- 
paqua. 

The craft was several hundred 
feet from shore and half full of 
water when the alarm was given. 
The two men were pulling vigor-, 
ously at the oars im an effort to get 
the boat to the dock before it sank. 
Caught in a squall, the boat was 
shipping more water over the bows 
with every wave. 

Sergeant of the Guard Alfred 
Mollitore was notified. He selected 
four men from the prison fire de- 
partment out of the hundreds of 
convicts milling about in the yard. 
In a few whispered words he ex- 
acted from them a promise not to 
attempt an escape. 

With all the available keepers 
concentrated on the gate, rifles and 
machine guns in hand, to eliminate 
the possibility of a prison break, 
the four were passed out the en- 
trance, unaccompanied by guards. 

They ran down the dock. The 
boat, sinking by this time, was 
within a few yards of the dock. Two 
of the convicts jumped into the 
water to pull out the women in the 
event the boat went down. The 
other two pulled the boat into the 
dock with long fire hooks and lift- 
ed out the two women. The four 
had hardly reached the top of the 
pier when the craft disappeared. 

Headkeeper Sheey described the 
rescue as “a most meritorious sev. 
ice.” but would not comment on 
whether any attempt would be 
made to rewrd the men.

NEW YORK, Aug. 11.—Payment 
of employes by check instead of in 
cash is the best remedy against 
payroll holdups, the Special Com- 
mittee on Payroll Robberies re- 
ported to the National Crime Com- 
mission in its report made public 
today. 

“It is obvious,” the committee 
stated in its report, “that payroll 
robberies are directly invited by 
the practice of carrying cash. This 
is quite obviously the root from 
which payroll banditry springs and 
flourishes.” 

The Special Committee on Pay- 
roll Robberies consisted of police 
officials, lawyers, bankers, railroad 
officials and others conversant 
either by occupation or study with 
prevailing methods of handling 
payrolls. Among its members was 
Guy A. Thompson of St. Louis, 
former president of the St. Louis 
Bar Association. 

Two hundred payroll robberies 
involving large sums were critically 


studied.“ it is stated in the report. 


“The accounts of other robberies 


as carried by over 1000 papers 


were analyzed, These 200 robberies 


alone resulted in the loss of over 


$1,000,000 and the murder of 19 
persons.

“While police departments in all 
the larger cities are quite willing 
to provide escorts for payrolls, 
there are many reasons why this 
solution is not adequate. The dif- 
ficult problem in this connection jis 
the fact that the transportation 
of payrolls is bound to fall at cer- 
tain periods in the week and in the 
month, and that in spite of 
“stagger” plans, the extent to 
which the police departments are 
compelled to use their man power 
in the protection of payrolis 
weakens their department in other 
respects. 


“Moreover, the presence of a

police guard is by no means in- 
surance against attack. A year ago 
two city detectives were killed in 
Detroit by bandits who seized the 
payroll which the officers were 
attempting to protect. 

“It is clear that a workable sys- 
tem of payment by check is the 
most efficient, economical and safe 
method of disbursing money to 
employes. The three parties con- 
cerned—employers, employes and 
bankers—are apparently largely 
favorable to this method under 
proper conditions.” . 

One of the objections to the 
check system, it is admitted, is the 
danger of forgery of payroll checks..

Led by 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, all 
the delegates gathered in the his- 
toric Abbey cloisters and marched 
into the Abbey through the great 
west door. The gorgeous ecclesias- 
tical robes of the Archbishops and 
their train bearers, in ceremonious 
attendance, furnished an impres- 
sive close to the work of the con- 
ference. 

In the farewell sermon, Bishop 
Perry said the church now was 
reaching a degree of unity greater 
than has been known for cen- 
turies, 

“The impression made by our 
Lord's first public utterance was of 
finality,” he said. “Before the 
words that had been spoken could 
be comprehended, there was rec- 
ognition of the voice which spoke 
as having authority, not as the 
scribes. Authorit? was a matter 
not unfamiliar to those whom he 
addressed. 

Authority From Unity. 

“The credentials of the teacher, 
then, as always, were found in the 
gources of his doctrine; and the 
scribes of that and every age have 
been engaged in verifying the 
spoken word with chapter and 
verse. The world has its own 
treasure of authorities and its own 
judgment .to pronounce on those 
who contravene them, „„ * 

“The authority which the world 
will heed and finally accept is that 
which proceeds from unity. The 
supreme reason for the need of 
reunion today is the same as that 
which Christ named in his prayer, 
‘That they all may be one in order 
that the world may believe.’ The 
church is now reaching a degree of 
unity greater than has been known 
for centuries. When the spirit of 
unity is perfect the voice of au- 
thority will be complete.”

TIONIST REVISIONISTS OPEN 
WORLD MEETING-IN PRAGUE 


Leader Assails British Policy in 
Palestine, but Opposes Transfer 
of Mandate.

PRAGUE, Czecho-Slovakia, Aug. 
11.—The fourth world’s conference 
of the Union of Zionist Revisionists 
was opened yesterday by Vladimir 
Jabotinsky, Revisionist leader, in 
the presence of 240 delegates from 
many countries, including the 
United States. 

Jabotinsky, reviewing the status 
of the Zionist and the Revisionist 
movements and conditions in Pales- 
tine, sharply crticised England’s 
mandate policy, as well as that 
of the Zionist executive. He as- 
serted the British Government was 
not doing its duty to the Jews but 
opposed transfer of the mandate to 
some other Power. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
reports that he condemned the 
present leadership of the 
Zionist organization under Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann even more se- 
verely than he did the British 
Government. He said the Zionist 
executive had converted Zionism 
into a money-collecting movement 
and had never demanded enough 
protection from the British Gov- 
ernment.

Although «a 
mass attack by the Afridis from 
beyond the Afghan border has 
never developed, British defend- 
ers, many of them Indian troopa, 
have beaten back the tribesmen in

At least six Indian troopers have 
been killed in one action in the 
thickly wooded orchards of Hazar- 
khani. Heavier losses have been 
inflicted on the raiders, whe cut 
telegraph lines east and south out 
of the city, making communication 
with the outside world difficult.

The six troopers were said to 
have been ambushed in the orch- 
ard and killed by a first volley. 
Others patrolling the orchard were 
unhorsed but returned the fire of 
their assailants, who then made for 
the military supply depot, where 
cavalry, artillery and airplanes 
combined against them in à coun- 
ter-attack. The tribesmen were 
beaten back. 

There was skirmishing all day 
Saturday and yesterday in other 
quarters of the outskirts of Persha- 
war between the tribesmen and the 
British defenders.

“What the public usually gets,” he said, “in 
many instances is a utility operated, not with 
the idea of giving the best service at the lowest 
cost, but eperated primarily with tha view to 
its financial exploitation. That is particularly 
true of utilities which have suffered and .are 
continuing to suffer a logs of patronage because 
their services have been superseded by other 
agencies, the outstanding examples being gas 
and street car companies. 

“In a number of instances these losing utilities 
have been bought by groups of financiers thor- 
oughly familiar with conditions, at prices rep- 
resenting their actual value at the time. Such 
purchases invariably have been followed by an 
application (to the State Public Service Com- 
mission—Ed.) for a new valuation under the 
technical rules laid down by the courts, which, 
in every case that has come to my knowledge, 
has been substantially higher than the price 
actually paid, and on which artificial valuation 
the public is expected to pay a return.” 
Giving his own view of the conditions which 
should prevail in the relations of public and public 


utilities, he said: 


“As far as it is possible, the rules prevailing 
in the case of private enterprises should be 
applied to public service companies, and where 
the price paid by persons experienced in the 
purchase of utility properties can be definitely 
ascertained, that price should be used as the 
‘rate base; and not a theoretical value based on 
the estimates of experts. A private individual 
knowing the rates the traveling public will pay 
might be willing to buy a hotel at a certain price, 
far below its original cost and far below the 
cost to reproduce it. He would not be able to 
finance it on the basis of its reproduction cost, 
nor would he expect a return on that cost. He 
would be satisfied with a reasonable return on 
his actual investment. Why should not the same 
rule apply to a public utility?” 

The difficulty with the present system of State 
regulation, as he pointed it out, is that “while the 
operators emphasize the public character of the bus! 
ness when they are in a difficult position and need 


help, the business becomes a private one as soon

Another excellent reason for

sion. This in itself is a surpr 

triumph of metrical skill well 
as a great convenience to the read- 
er who may sincerely desire to get 
the most out of the poem. And it 
is not only in the matter verse 
mechanics that Ballard’s version is 
admirable; if it were so, a “free” 
rendering might be in every way 
preferable, if done by a genuine 
appreciator. Ballard's version § is 
remarkable for felicity of phras- 


‘ling, and in turning to passages of 


more than usual Virgilian beauty 
and impressiveness, naturally not 
without misgivings, scarcely more 
than the inevitable minimum of 
disappointment is to be felt. 

Though Virgil ceased singing 19 
years before the beginning of the 
Christian era, there are good rea- 
sons why his great poem should 
appeal to us now, for no Spengler 
was needed to point out. certain 
striking likenesses between our 
time and that in which Virgil 
lived. .As Ballard says, “Virgil, re- 
alizing the perils which threatened 
Rome—the loosening of the ties of 
loyalty, the arrogance of the rich, 
the restlessness of the poor, the 
growth of licentiousness and the 
decadence of religious faith—wrote 
the song of “Arms and the Men.“ 
that is, of courage and piety, in a 
supreme effort to save the state.” 
In the “Aeneid” he ssa ware aig 
highest vision and aspiration of a 
great civilization already 
bund. 

In his essay on Virgil, the late 
George Edward Woodberry wrote 
truly as follows: j 

“Of all Virgil's loves, the great- 
est in power is the love of humen 
life; and it is this that makes the 
poem so Christian-like, because it 
is embodied and conveyed in the 
forms of sorrow and especially of 
bereavement. Yet the burden of 
that sorrow comes as the burden 
of the Roman world running its 
leng career of battle strife; here 
is the heart of Rome beating in the 
only Roman breast in which it had 
become fully conscious of itself. 
The world was ready to be re-born; 
there is no break; the premonitions 
of Christian feeling are natural to 
Virgil. It ise this that makes him 
ot all ancient writers the nearest 
to modern times, of all epic poets 
the nearest to all, nations. The 
“Aeneid” is the dirge of Rome: 
majestic in its theme, beautiful in 
its emotions, sad in its philosophy, 
it is almost the ditge of life: yet 
many a modern mind still turns

Dyes have been used in 
the treatment of disease, and of 
late dyes have been applied in the 
study of the functions of various
